Whenever there is a heavy storm the 
drainage from the lot on 155th Street between our two 
buildings seeps over our sidewalk and a good deal of the 
sand and gravel find their way into our boiler room. 
When it does not get down into the boiler room itself 
it gets into our drains choking them and causing the 
water to flood the boiler room floor. I have given 
this matter considerable thought and it occurs to me 
that if a concrete retaining wall could be built across 
the street frontage of the lot it would remedy the 
conditions about which I speak. I believe a concrete 
wall could be built at a cost not to exceed $300. I 
would like to see one put up very much indeed, and if 
your society can see its way clear to have one con- 
structed I will be glad to share part of the expense 
with you. I make this offer because I believe the 
retaining wall will do the Academy more good than it 
will the Numismatié Society.
